Rush county today received from 
Mr. Smith the 
large 
collection of 
photos of people prominent in the 
history of the county and in the na­ 
tion. 
The collection is not only val­ 
uable but interesting and all the more 
valuable because it is the work of 
one of the most patriotic and loyal 
men that ever carried the American 
Mag. 
Will C. McColgin iii his presenta­ 
tion speech told how the collection 
was started from a picture of George 
Washington, which was given to Mr. 
Smith in 1899. 
Gradually by hard 
work and much expense Mr. Smith 
has added to his gallery, picture at 
a time, until now it is one of the 
most interesting and most valuable 
that the county could get anywhere. 
With every picture there is a history, 
and not the least interesting of this 
history is 4iow Mr. Smith got posses­ 
sion of it.

He spent three years in the 
regular army/ completing 
his time 
early last month. 
He was a non­ 
commissioned officer in Company I 
Signal Corps, U. S. A. and was sta ­ 
tioned at Fort San Huston, at San 
Antonio, Texas, and spent some time 
with the pacification army in Cuba. 
For several 
months he 
was in 
charge of the military telegraph sta ­ 
tion at Ilolquin, Cuba, and for seven 
months was a telegraph operator in 
the cable office at Havana. 
During 
his time in Cuba. Armstrong became 
well acquainted with the Cuban peo­ 
ple and says they are the most un­ 
gracious people in the 
world.

While on a maneuver in the Pinar 
del Rio country, Armstrong who went 
with a detachment into the mountains 
to signal other troups,he became sep­ 
arated from the others in the deatch- 
ment and for a time it looked bad 
for bim. He was completely lost and 
was in a deep hole. Ile was compell­ 
ed to scale ii wall which was almost 
perpendicular and which was several 
hundred feet higli to get back to his 
companions. 
Armstrong is much taken with the 
city of Havana and says it is one of 
the cleanest cities he has ever visit­ 
ed. 
He says the streets there are 
swept night and day. 
Oil is poured 
on every wet 
spot 
found in 
the 
streets in order to kill the mosqui­ 
toes which are diminshing in number 
all the time. 
Armstrong 
learned 
to 
speak 
Spanish fluently while in Cuba. 
He 
visited 
Morro 
Castle and Cabanas 
Fortress and saw many interesting 
things in connection with the early 
history of the island. 
The old in­ 
struments of torture are still to be 
seen in the dungeons and Armstrong 
gives an interesting account of this 
phase of his observation. 
The young man is well

with his life in the army, but says 
bas had enough of it and will now 
oeate in Indianapolis.

A few wo rds w ere added to this 
m eag er info rm atio n in a m essag e to 
H erbert L. Bridg m an o f Bro o kly n, sec­ 
retary o f the Peary Arctk* clu b: 
“ Po le reached. 
Ro o sev elt safe.— 
Peary .” 
This g av e assu rance th at the v essel 
in which Peary departed had passed 
thro u g h the ice u nscathed, bu t details 
o f his ho m eco m ing and the date o f the 
disco v ery o f the po le w ere still lack­ 
ing . 
It was no t u ntil the New Yo rk 
Times had receiv ed a dispatch later 
in the afterno o n th at these v ital po ints 
w ere cleared u p. 
The m essag e said: 
“I hav e the po le April 6. Ex pect ar­ 
riv e C hau teau Bay Sept. 
7 .” 
W ith this info rm atio n a t hand it 
was a co m parativ ely sim ple m atter to 
ascertain th a t the April 6 referred to 
w as April o f the present y ear, as his 
ex peditio n did no t sta rt fro m New 
Yo rk u ntil Ju ly 7, 19 08 .
